The  New  Session. 

The  Fifteenth  Se.ssion  of  the  Bible 
lYaining  School  opened  on  the  22nd  of 
September.  The  attendance  of  students 
is  very  gratifying.  There  is  a  marked 
increase  in  the  three  Evening  Classes 
especially,  which  are  now  larger  than 
they  have  ever  l>een.  The  members  en- 
rolled up  to  date  are  4(5  in  the  Day 
Clas.ses  and  about  20()  in  the  Evening 
C'la.s.ses.  Several  returned  missionaries 
are  taking  courses  of  study  with  us  dur- 
ing their  period  of  furlough.  We  trust 
our  friends  will  continue  to  remember 
this  important  work  in  earnest  prayer. 
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Bible  Study. 

Tlu'  real  study  of  the  Word  of  God 
has  a  character  that  is  all  its  own. 
There  are  conditions  which  mark  it  out 
,is  ditYereiit  from  the  study  of  any  other 
subject.  Among  these  may  be  specified 
the  four  followiufj  :— Spiritual  discern- 
ment, or  that  <iuality  of  the  new  life 
which  enahles  its  ]u)ssessor  to  knmv  ex- 
periujeutally  the  things  of  the  Sj)irit  of 
(iod;  earnest  attention,  so  that  the 
truth  may  be  seai-ched  foi-  as  hidden 
treasures,  and  meditated  on  day  and 
night;  child-like  hmuility,  which  re- 
ceives the  engrafted  word  with  meek- 
ness, and  takes  its  statements  just  as 
they  read  :  and  fervent  pi-ayei'  that  the 
.Sjiirit  who  gave  the  Word  may  thiow 
light  on  the  sacred  page,  and  open  up 
its  true  meaning. 

As  to  methods  of  Bible  study,  six  may 
be  named  as  mo.st  important.  The  first 
of  these  is  its  study  by  books,  or  the 
synthetic  method,  according  to  which 
e^ich  one  of  the  00  books  of  the  Bible,— 
HJ>  in  the  Old  Testament,  and  27  in  the 
New.— is  made  the  siibject  of  continuous 
and  repeated  examination,  till  a  clear 
and  ccmnected  view  is  obtained  of  its 
sublime  teaching  and  purpose.  The 
second  <tf  the  methods  is  the  topical  or 
inductive  method,  consisting  of  a  study 
of  the  leading  doctrines  taught  in  the 
Bible,  such  as  sin,  salvation,  grace, 
faith,  repentance,  prayer  and  many 
others,  the  meth<;d  adojjted  by  the  gicat 
evangelist.  Mr.  .Moody.  The  third  is 
the  study  by  dates  and  dispensations, 
about  which  an  early  Christian  writer 
ha.«  well  said,  "Distinguish  the  ages, 
and  tlie  .Scriptures  will  harmonize." 
A  fourth  is  the  study  by  biographies, 
bi  inging  out  lessons  of  weiglity  moment 
from  the  lives  and  experiences  of  Bible 
charaeters.  A  fifth  is  the  study  by 
types;  and  a  sixth  the  study  by  chap- 
tern,    verses,    and    even    single    woids. 

It  goes  without  .saying  that  in  the  use 
of  any  or  all  of  these  methods  there 
must  be  vigorous  mental  api)!ication. 
Hut  it  nnist  never  be  forgotten  that  no 
ii;etiiod  of  Bible  study  is  of  avail,  whieh 
i- carried  on  independent  iy  of  the  (on- 
-lant  and  i(>iis<ious  recognition  of  the 
need  of  th»'  Holy  S])irit,  the-  one  Source 
of  light  and  light. 


Lectures  in  Our  Building. 
Several  Cliristian,  missionary  and 
benevolent  .societies  now  hold  their 
meetings  in  our  building,  at  a  time  when 
it  is  not  required  for  the  regular  classes. 
AH  of  these  institutions  are  distinctively 
Christian  and  inter-denonunational,  and 
we  gladly  bid  them  God-.speed  in  their 
work.  There  are  also  ceitain  courses  of 
lectui-es  given  in  oiu-  hall,  under  the 
auspices  of  organizations  in  which  many 
of  the  officers  and  friends  of  the  Bible 
Training  School  have  the  wainiest  in- 
tei-est.  One  of  these  is  a  coui-se  of 
monthly  lectures  on  subjects  connected 
with  the  Return  of  our  Lord,  and 
another  is  the  occasional  lectures  pro- 
vided by  the  Toronto  Bi-anch  of  the 
American  Bible  League.  We  have  the 
utniost  confidence  in  the  brethren  who 
nuike  arrangements  foi'  these  different 
lectui-es,  and  in  their  entire  loyalty  to 
the  truthfulness,  inspiration  and  author- 
ity of  God's  Holy  Word.  At  the  same 
time  we  would  like  all  our  friends  to 
remember  that  these  lectuies  arc  not 
pi'ovided  by  the  Bible  Training  School, 
and  are  not  a  part  of  our  regular  course 
of  study.  The  School,  therefore,  should 
not  be  held  responsible  for  any  state- 
ment or  line  of  argument,  to  which  ex. 
ception  may  be  taken.  Even  the  Bible 
League,  whose  great  aim  is  to  vindicate 
the  Divine  authority  of  the  Bible,  stipu- 
lates that  it  should  not  be  required  to 
endorse  all  the  utterances  of  its  lecturers. 


Gone  to  Foreign  Fields. 
No  fewer  than  six  of  our  stuilents 
have  recently  left  Canada  to  engage  in 
missionaxy  service  in  disttmt  lands. 
Miss  M.  K.  Brown,  who  .sailed  from 
New  York  in  the  end  of  .July,  under  the 
auspices  of  the  South  American  Mission, 
has  been  married  to  Mr.  E.  C.  Austin,  a 
former  graduate  of  the  School  and  the 
first  Canadian  mis.sionary  to  Peru.  They 
are  stationed  for  a  time  in  the  City  of 
Lima.  Miss  E.  .laeger,  now  Mrs.  T.  E. 
Hitch,  .sailed  with  her  husband  from 
Vancouver  in  the  beginning  of  October, 
for  .Iai)an,  where  they  expect  to  begin 
an  independent  mi.ssion.  Miss  Etta 
l/caper.  one  of  our  first  graduates,  was 
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lecp.ntly  nmrriod  to  Mr.  Waters,  a  mis- 
sionary to  Afiica.  Tlu'v  hnvv  j^oni'  to 
lal>or  uiiioiiK  tl>*'  iiativfs  of  Swa/ilaiid, 
ill  coiiiu'ction  witli  tin*  Soulli  Afriran 
Mission.  Miss  ('liai-l«>tto  Vaiiror  and 
Miss  Helt>n  Kt-ikic  sailed  last  luontii 
fronj  Vant'ouvei-  toi-  China,  wIhmv  (licy 
expect  to  labor  under  the  direction  of 
the  C'liina  Inland  .Mission.  Miss  Carrie 
Zinnnernian,  wh«»  received  jirivate  in- 
struction from  Dr.  Stewart  dvn-inji;  the 
suinnu-r  months,  has  sailed  for  India 
with  a  company  of  Canadian  Baptist 
missionaries,  who  have  been  accepted 
for  service  amonj^  the  Telugns.  Letters 
have  also  been  receivi-d  from  Mr.  (ieorj^e 
Sanderson,  of  the  Sudan  Interior  Mis- 
sion, telling  of  liis  safe  arrival  in  North- 
orn  Nigeria,  and  his  entrance  on  his 
woik.  Let  special  prayers  continue  to 
be  offered  that  the  Lord  of  the  haivest 
will  open  up  the  way  to  all  these  dear 
friends,  and  give  them  great  blessing  on 
their  distant  fields.
